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Health secretary vows 
to save Whittington’s 
A&E and let doctors 
decide hospitals’ fate

NEW health secretary Andrew Lansley 
has formally halted controversial plans to 
axe A&E and maternity services at The 
Whittington Hospital. 

Haringey residents who feared the closure of ser¬ 
vices at both the Highgate Hill hospital and the 
nearby North Middlesex University Hospital in

Edmonton can breathe a sigh of relief for now - 
but critics warn the prospect of savage cuts will 
still linger on the horizon. 

Fulfilling his pre-election pledge to scrap the 
plans within days of taking office, Mr Lansley 
told senior managers and staff at Chase Farm 
Hospital in Enfield last Friday that he was call¬ 
ing a halt to the NHS London plans to centralise 
frontline services across the capital. He said he 
was “pressing the reset button” and “stopping 
the forced top-down closures of A&E and 
maternity units”. 

Mr Lansley also threw down the gauntlet to 
doctors to work with the Department Of Health 
to rejig hospital services, placing them at the 
centre of future proposals. He said: “I can’t rule 
out change or A&E closures, but we’re going to 
stop the forced closure of A&E departments. 

“My challenge to the public and clinical 
communities in London is to take ownership of 
these services. I know clinicians have seen the 
plans being presented and they think they aren’t 
rational and don’t appear to be clinically based 
or designed around patients.” 

Proposals penned by NHS North Central Lon¬ 
don sector chief executive Rachel Tyndall, and 
leaked to the media last year, set out options for 
a cost-cutting reshuffle of hospitals and services 
from Hertfordshire to Euston. 

The Whittington A&E was proposed to be 
either scaled back to 16-hours or scrapped 


completely and the North Mid was also ear¬ 
marked to be downgraded to a local hospital 
without a 24-hour A&E. 

The plans took three years to compile and 
were designed to save £5bn by 2016. But they 
proved controversial, with thousands of resi¬ 
dents marching against them and 100 consul¬ 
tants from The Whittington publicly opposing 
the proposals to scrap A&Es and farm services 
out to polyclinics. 

Dr Ben Timmis, chairman of The Whittington 
Consultants Support Committee, told the 
Advertiser that Mr Lansley’s announcement 
was “expected and welcome”. 

He said: “Andrew Lansley made an 
undertaking before the election when he visited 
this hospital. And it was very welcomed that he 
confirmed it following the new government 
selection. We didn’t think this was simply elec¬ 
tioneering. 

“Obviously we don’t know what will happen 
next. We think health services in London need 
to change. This is one of the wealthiest cities in 
the world and yet we have many health inequal¬ 
ities. It is right and proper that all health services 
in London are under constant review, but we 
believe that should be on the basis of keeping an 
emergency department at The Whittington.” 

He said that the role of clinicians going for¬ 
ward had not yet been finalised but warned that

all changes would be complex and slow, 
likening the process of changing the NHS to 
adjusting the direction of “a supertanker 
heading down the English Channel”. 

“We know we can do better but things are 
very complex, involving large numbers of 
people,” Dr Timmis added. 

“And at the same time we have to continue 
providing a service. If we could shut the NHS 
down for five years it would be very easy. 

“But I can tell your readers that consultants 
at The Whittington are absolutely up for 
doing what we can to improve our services.” 

He added that he felt “no sense of tri¬ 
umphalism” on the decision, and warned that 
plans could be put “back on the rails, perhaps 
in different terms of reference, in the future”. 

The development was also welcomed cau¬ 
tiously by Defend The Whittington Coalition 
chairwoman Shirley Franklin. 


She said: “Andrew Lansley obviously 
knows how strongly people feel when A&Es 
are threatened - thanks to our demonstration, 
rally, petitions and work with health and 
other trade unions. 

“But we cannot be sure that The 
Whittington and other health services in our 
area are going to escape cuts and privatisa¬ 
tion. I am currently awaiting a reply from 
Andrew Lansley, assuring us that the future 
of all services at The Whittington is assured. 

“So we are not going away - there are 
future battles ahead.” 

Ruth Carnall, chief executive of NHS 
London issued a statement following the 
health secretary’s comments. 

She said: “Lord Darzi’s Healthcare for 
London review showed that the current 
approach to delivering care in the capital 
wouldn’t meet the needs of Londoners. 
Today’s announcement says we must find a 



new way of meeting these same challenges. 

“The Secretary of State is clear that GPs 
must take the lead in deciding which serv¬ 
ices are provided locally. He is also 
clear that Londoners must have a bigger 
say on the shape of local services and be 
able to make informed choices on where 
they go to receive care. There are many 
doctors, nurses and other NHS staff 
who are more than ready and willing 
to take on this new challenge. 

“NHS London remains committed to 
improving the quality of care we provide 
for everyone who uses the NHS in the 
capital. Over the next few 
months we will work with GPs 
and other clinicians to under- Reserve:

American report urging cuts

A SHOCKING report which reveals the 
shocking scale of cuts proposed across 
London has finally been released. 

The secretive McKinsey report, which 
had been kept under wraps despite 
numerous Freedom Of Information 
requests, eventually saw the light of day 
last Thursday when it was posted on NHS 
London’s website. Though it has now 
been declared a “historic document” 
given Andrew Lansley’s halt of the con¬ 
troversial London-wide review process, 
the 159-page report makes for staggering 
reading and is likely to come back to 
haunt the capital in the form of drastic 
cuts given the £5bn funding shortfall cur¬ 
rently troubling health chiefs. 

It follows a 2007 review by former health 
minister Lord Ara Darzi’s which recom¬ 
mended moving 55 per cent of services 
out of hospitals and into so-called poly¬ 
systems or “super clinics”, closing 13 dis¬ 
trict hospitals in the process and placing 
some A&E departments under the axe. 

The report, compiled by US manage¬ 
ment consultant company McKinsey, 
reveals some operations which improve the 
quality of life for thousands each year 
faced the chop as well as hundreds of doc¬ 
tors, nurses and consultants. It also out¬ 
lined plans to scrap around 6,000 NHS 
beds and trim appointment times by a fifth. 

Though the report was ostensibly head¬ 
ing for the dustbin last week, an accom¬ 


panying statement on NHS London’s 
website made it clear the analysis was 
ongoing. 

It read: “NHS London recognises that it 
is time to draw a line in the sand and 
make the study public. Fixing a date for 
publication has been problematic as it has 
become clear there will be no final ver¬ 
sion. This is because the study has con¬ 
stantly evolved over time to take into 
account new information and priorities 
and while further analysis was completed.” 

The report also revealed that there has 
not been as much progress in implement¬ 
ing Darzi’s shake-up as planned. 
Costcutting proposals include: 

□ Operations with “little clinical benefit” 
could be cut, saving NHS London up to 
£65million. These could include: tonsil¬ 
lectomies, operations to combat back 
pain, varicose vein removal, grommets, 
cataract operations, treatment for painful 
trigger finger and some hip replacements. 

The report also claimed: 

□ Up to 60 per cent of cases currently 
being dealt with in A&E departments 
could be treated elsewhere 

□ 1,200 nurses could be cut 

□ 600 GPs could be cut 

□ 93 consultants could also go 

□ 6,000 administration staff could be 
made redundant 

□ Some nurses spend just 41 per cent of 
their time dealing with patients directly 

□ Some GPs spend less than a third of 
their time seeing patients

ARTIST Lana Cohen knows 
perhaps more than most the 
importance of good eyesight 
and said the impact of her 
cataract surgery earlier this 
year is “indescribable”. 

The 73-year-old said: “I 
hadn’t realised something was 
wrong. I just felt things were 
darker and drabber. I’d been 
away and when I came back 
the house looked very dark. 

I had the surgery - a very 
simple operation. And I 
can’t describe the difference. 

“Everything is much brighter 
and now I have very good 
long vision. I’m a keen artist 
and do a lot of painting and 
etching so my colours have 
certainly changed. 

“If cataract surgery is not 
available on the NHS, a lot of 


people would simply miss out.” 

Another person who 
benefited from cataract 
surgery is 104-year-old Hetty 
Bower, from Highgate. 

He daughter Celia, who 
works as a social worker for 
older people and spent ten 
years at The Whittington, told 
the Advertiser that it had 
made a “huge difference” to 
her mother’s quality of life. 

She said: “After the 
operation she got a great deal 
of pleasure going around 
gardens, looking at flowers 
and enjoying the colours. We 
had changed some of our 
gardening practices to make 
things brighter for her. In fact, 


the last fall she had was 
because she went outside to 
try to look at the blossom 
over the road. 

“I think this is something the 
NHS is increasingly doing - 
cutting away services for 
older people. It’s basically 
ageist.” 

John Lister, from the London 
Health Emergency pressure 
group, also slammed the 
scrapping of these so-called 
quality of life procedures. 

He said: “You either go 
private or do without. The NHS 
has decided to pull out of that 
area, under the rhetoric of 
choice of course, which makes 
it particularly ridiculous.”

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Second wave of Spurs 
stadium plans are laid 
out in bid to preserve 
local historic buildings 



S PURS have submitted a new plan for their 
proposed stadium after they were forced 
to go back to the drawing board. 

A revised planning application has been 
lodged with Haringey Council for the multi-mil- 
lion pound stadium after the first effort fell 
foul of several heritage groups, plunging the plan 
into uncertainty. 

There is now a new design for 200 proposed 
new homes and a hotel to the southern edge of 
the site, plans for a bigger public square on a 
raised podium and a new courtyard to link a ter¬ 
race of historic buildings - previously earmarked 
for demolition. 

Grade Il-listed Warmington House, the Red 
House in Tottenham High Road, which features 
the club’s iconic cockerel-and-ball crest, the for¬ 
mer White Hart pub and the Edwardian red-brick 
Dispensary will now be saved and refurbished 
after an outcry from conservation group The 
Victorian Society. The pub would become a pub 
once more, the Red House would host a coffee 
shop on the ground floor with the original club 
board room becoming a museum and the 
Dispensary and Warmington House would 
become office buildings. 

The famous Bill Nicholson gates, cockerel-on- 
the-ball clock and golden cockerel statue will 
also be reused under the rejigged plan. 

The entire scheme, named the Northumberland 
Development Project, has been redrawn in more 
flowing, landscaped lines after government 
watchdog the Commission for Architecture and 
the Built Environment (Cabe) called it “dis¬ 
jointed” in a scathing report earlier this year. 

Daniel Levy, the club chairman, said: “We have 
looked again at the overall masterplan and design 
of buildings in the south, as well as the impact on 
Tottenham High Road. 

“We have used this opportunity to make further 
design improvements to the scheme. 

“Schemes of this magnitude involve much time 
and effort by many parties and we are extremely 
grateful to everyone who has taken part in the 
consultation process to date. There’s undoubtedly 
huge support for the development and retaining 
the club in the borough. 

“Following the consultation period on these 
new plans, we look forward to proceeding to a 
council planning committee to determine the 
application shortly.” 

The previous plan had attracted more than 800 
letters of support from residents as well as 
football fans eager for the club to remain in

Tottenham - one of the most deprived areas of 
north London. It would create new jobs and 
attract more businesses to the area as well as 
affecting the physical changes in the redesign. 

The improvements came about after consulta¬ 
tion with Cabe and English Heritage as well as 
other agencies. 

Stadium architect David Keirle, of firm KSS, 
said the new stadium would be “one of the 
finest anywhere in the world, with exceptional 
atmosphere including the single-tier stand, excel¬ 
lent acoustics and modern new facilities across 
the building.” He added: “The stadium architec¬ 
ture uses flowing lines and a gracefully undulat¬ 
ing roof to create a visually stunning building. It 
will be an amazing place to watch football and a 
fantastic addition to this part of the High Road.” 

Bernie Kingsley, chairman of the Tottenham 
Hotspur Supporters Trust, said the new scheme 
“looks impressive”. 

He added: “The stadium is an exceptional 
building of which all Spurs fans would be rightly 
proud, and it is now surrounded by an even larger 
public square and cafes and bars. 

“I am also especially pleased to see the Red 
House retained, which has such a strong link 
with the club’s heritage. 

“This is an exciting time and we look forward 
to moving into our new home.” 

The proposed new stadium has also been 
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named as a potential host venue for the 2018 and 
2022 World Cup bid. The existing 36,000-capac¬ 
ity stadium has remained unchanged for more 
than a decade. 

The Northumberland Development Project 
would represent an investment of hundreds of 
millions of pounds into North Tottenham, creat¬ 
ing new jobs, bringing more spend into the local 
community and delivering new community facil¬ 
ities, including a new public square.

Firms fined £233k after 
Katarzyna’s lift death 


A HEALTH club and a lift 
company have each been 
fined £233,000 after a 
banker from Highgate was 
crushed to death. 

Polish-born Katarzyna 
Woja, 32, was killed as she 
stepped out of a lift at 
Broadgate Health Club in 
central London on March 
12, 2003. She was dragged 
between a wall and the lift 
when it suddenly dropped 
and came to a halt between 
two floor levels. 


ThyssenKrupp Elevator 
UK and Holmes Place 
Health Clubs previously 
admitted breaking health 
and safety laws. 

The lift had dropped the 
day before the accident 
and had allegedly been 
repaired, Southwark Crown 
Court heard. 

Tim Owen QC, 
prosecuting, said: “This 
was an accident that didn’t 
come out of the blue or 
without warning.”

Gothic tale to give 
viewers a beating

THE punning title will give you some 
indication of the horrors ahead in 
this modern Gothic fairytale. 

Philip Ridley is the dark poet of 
the East End. More infamous for his 
stage work than his screen - his 
own publishers rejected one of his 
most notorious works because of 
its “vile language and disgusting 
incident” - his most garlanded 
script still remains his feature 
screenwriting debut, The Krays, 
back in 1990. 

Only a couple of films have fol¬ 
lowed since then which makes his 
third as director/writer something of 
an event. 

A bizarre fantasy-horror lifted by 
moments of startling poetry, Heart¬ 
less will certainly split audiences, 
especially in its graphic depictions 
of sudden violence, but you can’t 
deny the boldness of vision, origi¬ 
nality and aggressive power. 

Jamie Morgan (impressive Jim 
Sturgess) was born with a heart- 
shaped birth mark which covers 


one side of his face. A natural loner, 
he spends his nights taking photos 
of the East End’s underbelly until he 
witnesses what he thinks are a gang 
of hooded demons causing chaos. 
The gang is eventually responsible 
for Jamie’s mother being torched to 
death, leading the 25-year-old on a 
journey into the heart of inner city 
darkness resulting in Jamie making 
a Faustian pact with a sinister char¬ 
acter called Papa B which makes 
him beautiful at a terrible price. 

Crucially, the violence is never 
gratuitous while shards of hope 
continually permeate the black hell 
hole of Ridley’s dystopia in the form 


of love. There is also room for 
humour with Eddie Marsan in one 
memorable show stopping scene 
as Papa B’s Weapons Man organ¬ 
ising Jamie’s first hit as if he was 
selling double-glazing. 

It’s also the kind of film where 
paying attention yields extra 
rewards as Ridley - as in his plays 
- packs his canvas with seemingly 
innocuous details which actually 
echo central themes and combine 
to create a particularly potent vision, 
even if this vision is sometimes hard 
to stomach to make for an unre¬ 
lenting 100 minutes.

BIRDS of a feather stick together, 
so when Gurgling Gannet started 
squawking at the sign of the big 
bronze cockerel, we knew it might 
be a good place to stop for a bite. 

We would have liked to stretch 
our wings on the fabulous sun 
deck in the pub’s beer garden, but 
the icy nip in the air sent us shiver¬ 
ing inside. 

It was a warm welcome we got - 
the classy pub has an autumnal 
feel, with stacks of fragrant pine 
logs stacked up ready to stoke the 
fire, and comfy nooks and crannies 
to lounge in whatever the weather. 
We perched in a quiet corner while 
Gurgling clambered on the leather 
cushions and poked her little fin¬ 
gers into the salt and pepper, but 
the friendly waitress didn’t bat an 
eyelid at the intrusion. 

Newly refurbished, the pub’s 
menu offers a host of traditional 
country pub grub alongside some 
tempting Mediterranean extras. 
First up was a share-size Seafood 
Platter (£9.95) loaded with goodies 
- Gurgling enjoyed several crispy 
whitebait dipped in delicious tara- 
masalata and there was plenty to 


go round. Grumpy Gannet espe¬ 
cially enjoyed the fresh anchovy fil¬ 
lets with the stonebaked flatbread 
and the rolled salmon parcels with 
their pleasing tang of dill and mus¬ 
tard. Our only criticism would be 
the small and shrimpy, slightly 
insipid prawns which looked naked 
next to their fishy buddies, but we 
had filled our beaks to satisfaction 
with the rest already. 

Next up, Stuffed Baked Field 
Mushroom (£4.50) which was 
eagerly devoured - the woody flesh 
oozing with molten goat’s cheese 
and herby breadcrumbs went 
down a treat with the tomato salad 
on the side. 

As a junk food junkie, Grumpy 
found issue when his Chargrilled 
Beefburger (£7.55) arrived: “I just 
find wholemeal buns with a burger 
offputting” he griped. But he mel¬ 
lowed when he chomped into the 
mound, topped with emmental 
cheese and crisp bacon alongside 
a harvest of skinny fries. 

Washed down with a cold Peroni 
(£1.98) and a Jack and coke 
(£2.86), it was a pub feast of much 
better quality than your average 
pub grub, good value and served 
with a smile.

A service brought

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Striker vows to come back to Spurs 
better than ever after Celtic loan

ROBBIE KEANE has insisted that he will 
be back at White Hart Lane to fight for a 
place in the side as Tottenham prepare for 
their first taste of Champions League foot¬ 
ball next season. 

The Republic of Ireland captain had been 
at Celtic on loan since January, where he 
appeared to rediscover some of his best 
form as he scored 16 goals in 19 appear¬ 
ances for the Hoops, endearing him to the 
Parkhead faithful. 

Keane’s decline started following his 
£20million move to Liverpool last 
Christmas - a move which ended in disaster 
for the Spurs striker as he could not force 
his way into Rafa Benitez’s plans, and saw 
him return to Tottenham six months later. 

Keane failed to get back to his best after 
being rescued by manager Harry 
Redknapp, and found himself in competi¬ 
tion with Jermain Defoe, Peter Crouch and 
Roman Pavlyuchenko for a starting place 
up front. 

But after his loan move Keane feels he 
has been revitalised, and is looking forward 
to returning to N17 ahead of the 2010/2011 
campaign. 


“I think I was maybe in a little bit of a rut 
at Liverpool and going back to Tottenham,” 
he said. 

“I did well when I went back first and 
then did well at the start of the season, and 
then I just didn’t have that hunger that I had, 
and I think I maybe needed to go away to 
get that back. 

“I certainly got that back at Celtic. It got 
me back on track and really enjoying my 
football again. 

“Lor me, it is just about playing games. I 
have got that back now and it’s up to me 
now to go back to Tottenham and get 
myself in that team and stay in that team if 
I get that opportunity. 

“Maybe going to Celtic was the best thing 
that happened to me.” 

He added: “I am not one of these people 
who like to sit on the bench and pick up 
their money and be happy with that. 

“As a kid, you don’t dream of playing bits 
and bobs of games, you want to play in 
every game. 

“I don’t like to train every day of the week 
and then come Saturday, not play. 

“I am going to be at Tottenham unless 
Harry pulls me in or the chairman pulls me 
in and says otherwise.”
